Brief Description: Requiring the county auditor to send voters a security envelope that conceals
the ballot.

Background:

When voting by mail, a voter receives a ballot, a security envelope, and a return envelope.
The purpose of the security envelope is to provide secrecy of the ballot. Voters are instructed
to place the ballot in the security envelope, and then to place the security envelope in the
return envelope. The return envelope provides space for the voter to sign the oath to affirm
and attest to the statements regarding the voter's qualifications.

Summary:

A change is made to distinguish that the security envelope must "conceal" rather than "seal"
the ballot.
